Mr. Fleming's Report. 

The London Spectator, in tho racy, 
vigorous style peculiar to that able 
periodical, reviews tho report of Sand- 
ford Fleming, to which allusion was 
mado in these columns sonio months 
ago. Tho Spectator says that this re- 
port, apart from its practical and tech- 
nical importance, proHonts many fea- 
tures of interest, belonging to thoso 
gigantic sections of the task of girdling 
tho earth which our ago has imposed 
upon itself, and lays hold of tho ima- 
ginative sido of our minds even moro 
Btrongly than tho plan of tho great Pa- 
cific Railway laid hold of them, in tho 
days -when Mossrs. Dixon and Dilkc 
escorted tho mail across tho sunllowor- 
beaihig prairies, and through the stony 
salt desert. It brings before us spaces 
... us vast, but where thoro is no mono- 
tony; difficulties as great, but much 
grander; effort as persistent, but more 
dashing and more daring; deeper soli- 
tudos, aspects of nature moro sublime 
and many-voiced. From Fort Garry 
to the base of tho Rocky Mountains 
tho country is remarkablo for tho sim- 
plicity of its "physical and engineer- 
ing features," but tho rivers of tho 
great plains westward of Fort Garry 
How in beds of great -width, suggestive 
of bridging on a gigantic scale. Tho 
chief survey had thereforo to be direct- 
ed to tho central plains as much as 
possible. The survey in British Col- 
umbia was divided into districts, quite 
intelligible on tho map which accom- 
panies the Report, engineers wero ap- 
pointed to each and six parties were 
organised. Tho details of the organi- 
sation are most interesting, .vheil wo 
think of tho uninhabited, trackless, 
seemingly impenetrable nature of the 
country to bo explored, tho enormous 
difficulty and responsibility of tho com- 
missariat department, the need for 
maintaining communications, tho ig- 
norance prevalent concerning tho In- 
dian tribes, and tho excessive toil of 
tho service Tho success of the expe- 
dition, the number and importance of 
the results obtained, arc very satisfac- 
tory; admirable courage mid endur- 
ance have been displayed by tho ex- 
plorers, most of whom are out for ten 
' consecutive months, embracing 1 the 
whole of tho frightfully severe winter. 
None of them were actually starved or 
frozen to death, but thoy must have 
been frequently very closo upon star- 
vation-point, and rarely much above 
it, and their sufferings from cold must 
have boen necessarily and constantly 
terrible. It is strange to read of the 
sudden, swift danger (in seven cases 
destruction) which came upon one of 
the parties from a great forest lire. In 
a moment, in tho heart of Die Snow- 
King's realm, the rival red banner is 
flaunted, and tho groat woods glow 
with miles of cruel, eager flame. 
Tho genoral information, carefully gath- 
ered from different sources, upon which 
tho Expedition lmd to not in tho first in- 
Htanco, indicated that of all tho passes 
through tho Rooky Mountains, thoso 
named tho Howne and tho Yellow Head 
(Toto Jaime) would prove the most oli- 
giblo for the railway; but after the pass 
would come the eenous obstacles presont- 
I rUfe'd by the Province of British Columbia, 
and the selection of a terminal point 011 
the coast. So great was tho progress 
mado by tho Kurvoy between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Pacific Coast, that in 
last April (less than a year from tho com- 
mencement of the operations) tho Cana- 
dian Government v*is able to decide on the 
adoption of the Yellow Head Pass as tho 
.. gate to British Columbia from tho East. 
Thus, tho Survey is greatly simplified, 
and now tho efforts of the whole staff in 
British Columbia arc concentrated on 
linv's leading to this one point. Tho li.ir- 
{ ,t .bor of Esquimalt, near Victoria, on Van- 
couver's Island, is strongly advocated as a 
terminal station. To reach this without 
broak, it would bo necessary to bridge the 
Straits of Georgia in tho neighborhood of 
Valde's Island, wliero the channel is nar- 
rowest, and careful surveys have been or- 
dered with that object. A portion of tho 
report, is devoted t6 a comparison of the 
projected Canadian line with the Union 
and Central Pacific lines. Comparison 
with the Northern Pacific Railway pro- 
jected through tho United States' territor- 
ies to Puget .Sound is not possible. No 
reliable information concerning that vast 
undertaking is to bo hud, except on that 
portion of the route which lies east of the 
Red river. These tables of comparison sup- 
posing tho engineering difficulties U> bo 
no greater than tho survey at its present 
Btage reveals, give advantages over its 
predecessors to the Canadian line, even 
(.1 . beyond its lower altitudes and its moro 
i favorable gradients, in point of the dis- 
tance to bo traversed, and its value as di- 
rectly shortening the passage between 
Liverpool and China by more than one 
thousand miles. How strange such a 
calculation seems, in the face of the vast 
solitude, arrived at by men camped out 
in the primeval, snow-laden forest, or by 
tho sido of the great, wide rivers, on 
winch thoy launch their fia«ilo canoes, — 
infinitely insignificant little clusters of 
human beings hard put to it to satisfy 
their troublesome animal needs,— a calcu- 
lation involving visions of busy crowds, 
great commercial interests, and the pass- 
ing by, through thoso waste plnces, 
of tho wealth and gorgoousnoss of the 
thronged, artificial East. Strange com- 
pany must have sat by the camp fires, at 
loasig with the leaders of these pionoors of 
a work which will probably go on so 
rapidly that they will all seo tho fruit of 
their toil. Tho first wonder and novelty 
of so great an undertaking have boon 
taken oil' by the United States and Central 
Pacific Railways, but all its interest, all 
its suggestiveness remain fresh and mull-, 
minished, and can only inoroaso as wo' 
watoh the development of tho hugh un- 
dertaking of winch this report records tho 
first costly, dangerous, all-important slops.

Memorial to a Cambridge 
Senior Wrangler. 

A religious ceremony took place 
recently in a Jewish cemetery near 
London in connection with tho setting 
of tho tombstono of tho late Numa 
Hartog, the first senior wrangler of tho 
Hebrew persuasion that tho University 
of Cambridge has ever known. Indeed 
Mr. Had og was the first dew to whom 
university honors wore thrown open 
in England, and as a reward for his 
brilliant scholastic attainments ho re- 
ceived an appointmont in the Treasury 
spontaneously offered him by tho 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. Tho 
Rev. Mr. Aschor was the officiating 
clergyman. Tho following is a copy 
of tho inscription on tho tombstone: 
"In memory of Numa Edward Hartog, 
13. A. (Lomlon and Cambridge), Fellow 
of University College, London; Scholar 
of Trinity College, Cantab, eldest and 
dearly loved son of Alphonse and 
Mariau Hartog, born May 20, 1846— 
of i(J(>, senior wrangler, lHfi'J; died 
June 19, 1871 — 5631, an ornament to 
the youth of Israel, good, learned, 
faithful to the laud's covenant, so 
young he had attained to renown and 
ominencQ in tho great universities .of 
London and Cambridge, and for his 
sake the gates to the honors and re- 
wards of learning aro opened to his 
brethren in faith, so that they may 
enter and partake of them with the other 
children of Britain. Weep not for lb" 
dead, who sutlers no more, but weep 
for the breach tho Lord had mado in 
the house of tho al'llicted mourner and 
amongst the thousands of Israel, for 
the sun set while it was yet day, and 
his parents are desolato because they 
have lost their comforter. May the 
merciful God have mercy on them and 
soothe their grief. "Rare 1 among men, 
unique among his own, ho walked with 
God, and was not, for God took him." 
—Gen. v. 24. *

Yesterday morning the ship Prince of 
Wales had finished discharging ballast 
and was preparing to go under the shute 
to receive a cargo of coal for Kan Francis- 
co.

Inquest. 

An inquest was hold yesterday on tho 
body of Michael Fitzgerald, a coal-passor 
on board tho steamship California, before 
A. T. Bushby.Esq., Coroner, and Captain 
Fleming and Messrs. riummor, Sharpo, 
Work, R. H. Wilson and W. MeNiilb, as 

jury- -,, 
Tho Chief Engineer gavo evidonco to 
tho effect that ho was on duty on tho 
morning of tho 10th, about 12:30 A.m., at- 
tending to tho bells, when word was 
brought to him that ono of his crow had 
cut his throat; ho wont into tho forecastle 
and found deceased lying on his back 
with his throat cut. Ho brought him out 
on to tho dockand on examination found 
that tho windpipe was completely severed. 
Ho enquired if thoro was a medical man 
on board, but thoro was not. 

David Graco, a fireman, said ho had 
just como off watch with the deceased, and 
whilst ho and tho rest of tho watch wore 
standing in the forecastle, deceased wont 
and washed himself and changed his 
clothes. Deceased then wont into the 
forecastle, and upon witness going in 
about half a minute afterwards he heard 
deceased breathing hard and went for a 
light, and found him with a ra/.or in his 
hand and his throat cut. Ho called for 
help and tho Chief Engineer was tho first 
to come to their assistance. There was 
no one near deceased when ho (witness) 
went into tho forecastle. Ho know noth- 
ing of deceased before he shipped this 
trip in the California. 

Henry Mealy j carpenter, said he had 
known the deceased about six months. He 
had served with him in the Moses Taylor, 
running between San Francisco and 
Honolulu. Ho was always a hard drinker. 

Tho Coroner then summed up and tho 
jury gavo this verdict without retiring:— 
"That they were of opinion that deceased 
camo to his death by cutting his throat 
whon in a lit of temporary insanity, 
brought on by oxcessive drinking." 

Tho Case of Thos. Stevenson. 

At tho Police Court yesterday, Mr. 
Bushby, S. M. of Yale, in tho absonco of 
Mr. Pemborton, sat to hear tho case of 
Thomas Stevenson, tho alleged forger. 

Messrs. Drake & Jackson appeared for 
tho Crown and Air. Hett for the dbfonco. 

Mr. Cunningham, a witness who arriv- 
ed by the California, was sworn and said: 
I am receiving toiler at tho London and 
San Francisco Dank (limited) in San 
Francisco; I havo fillod this position for 
nearly threo years, and as such I have 
free access to tho books of tho bank. If a 
person had an account at the bank it would 
appear in the individual lodgors, of which 
thoro aro four. Tho account would not 
appear in any other book. I havo recent- 
ly searched those books and I havo not 
found any account there in tho name of 
Thomas Stevenson, During the timo I 
have boon in the London and San Fran- 
cisco Bank Thomas Stevenson has not 
had au account thero; if Stevenson had 
paid any money into his account it must 
havo como to my knowledge eventually. 
Tho book produced marked A is not a 
pass-book of tho London and San Fran- 
cisco Bank (limited), and tho ontrios 
therein are not in the handwriting of any 
of tho clerks of tho bank. I will also 
swear that the prisoner, Thomas Steven- 
son, has not any account at the present 
time with tho London and Han Francisco 
bank. 

Tho caso was then postponed until to- 
day. »_

John Auckland. — Captain John 
Auckland, of tho British army, has just 
liod at bin residence in Drogheda, 
Ireland. Ho was ninety-three years of 
ago; a man of iron frame and lion heart, 
and a truo specimen of a race of splendid 
soldiers which the Green Isle has given 
to the cause of the British Crown. He 
served in the Ninth regiment of infan- 
try of tho lino, and had won before his 
retirement from active duty six clasps 
of honor on the field. At Corunna bo 
commanded the burial party which 
committed tho body of Sir John Moore 
to the eartli under tho fire of the French 
army. At tho battles of Talavora, 
Salamanca and Ciudad Rodrigo his 
bravery was distinguished. He was 
ono of tho leaders of the "forlorn hope" 
at tho storming of Badajos. Ho fought 
at Victoria, and used to say that ono 
of tho greatest disappointments of his 
lifo was that ho could not reach the 
hold of "Waterloo until Napoleon had 
taken to flight. Captain Auckland was 
descended from an ancient Drogheda 
family, and when he returned, bearing 
tho marks of wounds about him, at tho 
closo of tho groat war, the corporation 
of his nativo town could hardly honor 
him enough. Ho outlived all tho rest 
of his family. 

Loud Mayor's Banquet. — London, July 
24. — Tho annual banquet of tho Ministry 
was given at the Mansion House to-night, 
the Lord Mayor presiding. All tho Cabi- 
net officers were present. Tho Diploma- 
tic Corps and Parliament wero represent- 
ed. Gladstone responded to tho toast of 
Her Majesty's Govornmont, proposed by 
the Lord Mayor, and in the bourse of bis 
remarks ho called to mind tho oongratn- 
lationsjuttorod by Schonck at tho Lord 
Mayor's banquot last year, referring to 
tho conclusion of the Treaty of Washing- 
ton. Since then, continued Gladstone, 
clouds had appeared on tho horizon, but 
had been dispelled, and tho arbitration 
lias not produced the heartburnings which 
wero apprehended, but will lead to an 
amioablo settlement like a friendly suit, in 
a Court of Law. This portion of tho Pre- 
mier's remarks were liatonod to with tho 
deepest attention and received withohoors. 

A secret committee of tho British 
House of Commons has been taking 
evidence in regard to habifutal drunk- 
ards, and, according to a correspond- 
ence of tho Leeds Mercury, the com- 
mittee havo reported unanimously in 
favor of establishing reformatories for 
patients belonging to the upper, middle 
and lower classes. Persons aro to bo 
admitted to these either on a voluntary 
application, or by order of a court of 
enquiry, or no a committal by a mag- 
istrate in petty sessions for a fixed 
period. Stringent regulations and close 
inspection of the reformatories are to 
bo enacted. 



A BREAOH of promise caso was tried 
in the Court of Common Pleas the 
plaintiff having been the domestic 
servant to a publican in Brcad-stroet- 
hill. On tho death of his wife it was 
alleged lie promised her marriage, and 
wrote to her, when ho was absent from 
London, as "My dear little Polly." 
Eventually, however, he declined to 
lie "hampered with Polly." The jury 
awarded the plaintiff £160 damages.

South Bend, Aug. 11. — Tho mother o^

Washington, Aug. 11. — Sumner's letter 
to White, ono of tho Sau Domingo Com- 
mission, expresses surprise at tho lattor's 
Statements and misrepresentations regard- 
ing Douglass. Sumner reiterates that 
Douglasn was oxclndod from tho common 
tablo ou tho mail packet, and was omitted 
by the President from invitation to tho 
dinner to tho Commission. 

New York, Aug. 11. — Official report of 
tho assault of tho TJ. S. Consul Butler up- 
on Major Campbell, in Alexandria, Egypt, 
by Gon. Loring who wan present, 
shows that it was undoubtedly preconcert- 
ed attempt of the latter and Wadleigh to 
murder Campbell. Whilo at tho otlico of 
the Ohiof of Polico, giving testimony and 
demanding tho arrost of Wadleigh, tho 
latter attempted to draw a revolver and 
shoot Gon. Loring and was only prevent- 
ed from so doing by polico. 

Worcester, Aug. 11.- — The city was 
visited this p. m. by the most severe thun- 
der storm over experienced here, four per- 
sons struck by lightning. The streets in 
many placos wero badly washed by rain. 

New York, Aug. 11. — According to re- 
ports of passengers of the steamer Bristol 
which ran into and sunk a British bark on 
Friday, and afterwards sunk herself, tho 
accident was caused by great oaroloss- 
uors. 

In Williamsburg last night, James Ra- 
vine threw a kerosene lamp at his wife, 
cutting her head opon and sotting firo to 
her clothing, injuring hor so seriously 
that sho has since died. 

Baltimore, Aug. 10 — The Board of Mis- 
sions United Brethren aro holding their 
annual session horo. Many leading men 
aro present. 

Washinoton, Aug. 10. — Tho Evening 
Star has a letter from St. Petersburg de- 
nying tho statement that tho Czar of Rus- 
sia refused to shako hands with Lieut. 
Grant. On tho contrary, ho was moBt 
kindly rocoived, as also was Gon. Sher- 
man, not only by tho Emperor, but by all 
tho Imperial family. 

Baltimore, Aug. 10.— It is understood 
that two steamers havo boon chartered 
hero for Mace and O'Baldwin, who will 
fight on Tuesday. ~ Thoy leave the city on 
Wednesday, with a number of men from 
this city, among them Joe Coburn. Mace 
will bo bore in tho morning. 

Cleveland, Aug. 12, — Dr. Mievon 
writes that tho Loader confirms a state- 
ment of Dr. Cauminsus, Consul at Vien- 
na, thatJGermany sold arms to the South- 
ern Confederacy during the war. 

Chicago, Aug. 12 — Gon. Goo. B. Mc- 
Clellan and wife and Gen. R. B. Maroy 
passod through hero to-day. 







Europe. 

London, July 15. — Gen. Sherman visit- 
ed tho eanp at Aldorshott yesterday and 
had a vory pleasant reception from the 
officers. 

Tho crow of the American yacht Sappho 
has boon dismissed for insubordination. 

London, Aug. 10. — Tho following is tho 
text of tho Quoon's speech: "I rejoice 
with my Government and that of the TJ. 
8. that tho presentation of Amorican 
claims for indirect damages, under tho 
Treaty of Washington, was rojocted by tho 
spontaneous declaration of the Arbitration 
and entirely consistent with the view I 
mentioned to you at tho opening of the 
session. In consonance with your action, 
tho Parliament of Canada passed tho acts 
necessary to give effoot to tho treaty with 
tho Dominion; all arrangements contem- 
plated by that instrument, therefore, are 
now in progress, and I relate with satisfac- 
tiontlmtjtho subjocts with which it has dealt 
no longer offer any impediment to perfect 
concord botween our kindred nations."
